The resolution in prescribing form

amount of the bond issue to $40,000 
* based upon the maturities. 
This error was not discovered in 
the preparation of the notices of 
election, although the ballot was 
corrected before the election. It is, 
however, our opinion that the pro­ 
visions of the notice of election are 
controlling and inasmuch as the 
m aturities set forth in the notice 
account for bonds in the principal 
amount of $40,000, 
rather than

Health board 
fixes rules for 
chicken pox 


Schick test to 
follow present 
dental program 


Rules were established bv Ar­ 
lington Heights 
board of health 
Sept. 5 for the handling of chick­ 
en pox cases. A program of Schick 
testing and diphtheria immuniza­ 
tion was also adopted. 
Arlington Heights village board 
received from Dr. W. A. Schimmel, 
chairman of the board of health, 
Monday evening, a resume of ac­ 
tion taken on these matters by the 
health board, together with the 
recommendations 
that 
had 
been 
made to the health board by the 
health advisory committee. 
In order that parents will under- 
the. procedure that will be 
followed in cases of chicken pox 
and the manner in which the Schick 
tests will be handled, the Herald 
is publishing below the rules that 
have been adopted. 
Chicken Pox 
This is a highly communicable 
disease and if all cases are pla­ 
carded, as suggested by the advis­ 
ory committee, it would necessitate 
the closing of the school. 
Al! non-immune home contacts 
of chicken pox will be excluded 
from school for a 
period 
of one 
week, on the third week from date 
of exposure (this suggestion of the 
advisory committee 
met the ap­ 
proval of the health board). 
Sh ick Tests 
Schick tests will be given at 
no charge to all children of the first 
and second grades whose parents 
advise the nurse of their consent. 
Children with positive reactions 
will be immunized for diphtheria 
by local practicing physicians by 
the 
administering 
of 
diphtheria 
toxoid at three week intervals for 
three doses for which there will 
he a charge of fifty cents for each 
dose. 
The board 
suggests 
that, all 
school children whose Schick test 
was formerly found to be positive 
he notified and the recommenda- 
tion made that they be immunized. 
Health Officer 
It wrill be the duty of the health 
officer to remove placards from the 
home instead 
of instructing the 
parent to do so. 
The health board has taken un­ 
der advisement the suggestion of 
the health advisory committee that 
instructions in the care of com­ 
municable disease 
be printed on 
cards to he given to the mother at

hoP e 
placarded. 
Arlington Heights is health con­ 
scious. 
Through the interest and 
cooperation of various local civic 
groups a most excellent health pro­ 
gram is operated within the village 
twelve months of the year. 
Any 
charges that are made by physi­ 
cians as a part of that program are 
at a minimum fee.

Rural school 
boards oppose 
consolidation 
Held own meeting 
in Palatine village 
hall Monday night 


The rural school boards of Pala­ 
tine township at a meeting at the 
Palatine village hall Monday even­ 
ing wrent overwhelmingly on rec­ 
ord as opposed 
to the 
proposed 
school 
consolidation 
in 
Palatine 
township. 
I 


s The entire delegation of rural 
chool directors w*ere present and 
bey entered into a lengthy and de­ 
tailed discussion of the consolida­ 
tion proposition. 
It was the opinion of nearly all 
of the speakers that the main ob­ 
jection to the proposed consolida­ 
tion was the extra tax burden it 
would bring to many of the taxpay­ 
ers of the township. 
' Another objection w*as the in­ 
definiteness of the cost of a new' 
building, it being the concensus of 
opinion that the $150,000 cost es­ 
timated by the Citizens committee 
Was merely a drop in the bucket. 
One speaker asked if we could 
be sure that $150,000 w ould be the 
limit and another answered w*ith 
“Mr. Kincaid told us what would 
happen when at the mass meeting 
last Friday he told how* the high 
W ool district had started by ask­ 
ing for $125,000 and then going 
after more and more. We can see 
from that what we are getting in­ 
to,” remarked the speaker. 
There w*as no voice raised against 
gqod schools and it was pointed out 
by many of the speakers that the 
country schools of Palatine town- 
slfep are of a high standard, that 
all of the school boards have in re­ 
cent years spent a good deal of 
money in improving their school 
conditions and the directors in most 
instances felt that the present time 
with its unsettled world conditions 
and kiting costs of a1! building op­ 
erations was no time to load a big 
additional burden upon the people 
of the township. 
Another point 
which brought the fire of the rural 
school directors was the digging up 
of an unused law under which to 
hold the coming election. 
Under the law being used the en­ 
tire country area of the township 
is combined in one 
unit with the 
village as another unit for voting 
purposes, and while there is to be 
a polling place in each school dis­ 
trict the vote of the village will 
be counted as one 
unit and the 
rural area ag another unit. 
At the first mass meeting last 
winter the meeting w*as told that a 
vote on consolidation 
would be 
held by districts with each district 
determining its own destiny. 
The present 
procedure whereby 
the districts are deprived of voting 
by districts for a solution of their 
own problems brought severe crit­ 
icism from even those members of 
some of the rural districts w*ho are 
basicly in favor of consolidation. 
The meeting 
Monday evening 
gave the members of the rural 
school boards an 
opportunity to 
discuss 
their 
problems 
among 
themselves and the best of feeling 
prevailed even w*here there were 
differences of opinion. 
C. A. Hughes, farm advisor of 
Cook county, was a guest at the 
meeting and w*as called upon for 
a talk. Mr. Hughes reviewed world 
conditions, the tax situation in Il­ 
linois, and warned of loading a 
heavy additional burden upon the 
people at this time. 
He made 
a solid talk 
about 
schools, complimenting the rural 
schools of Cook county upon their 
standards 
and wondering if we 
were not in these streamlined days 
trying to streamline our education 
and get away from some of the 
good old educational fundamentals. 
Before adjourning the 
meeting 
passed by an overwhelming vote a 
motion to go on record as opposed 
to the proposed consolidatiofl plan.

Arlington 
Heights, which has 
been the heme of the Lutheran 
Old* Folks Home for 
forty-nine 
years may lose that honor. Dele­ 
gates from 68 member 
churches 
are meeting September 24 to vote 
on the proposition of erecting the 
proposed new building at Addison 
in place of Arlington Heights. 
The opportunity to move to an­ 
other location has been 
brought 
about by the new building program. 
The association that owns and con­ 
trols the home decided 
several 
months ago that it was time to 
have it meet modern conditions. 
The home was established in Ar­ 
lington in 1892 and the 50th anni­ 
versary will be observed next year. 
While the actual ownership in the 
home rests with the association and 
its membership churches, a major­ 
ity of the Lutheran churches in the 
Chicago area contribute to its sup­ 
port and are interested in any ac­ 
tion taken. 
The church property in Arling­ 
ton comprises a three story main 
building and annex situated on a 
block of ground and a forty acre 
farm in the northern part of the 
village. 
Due to special assess­ 
ments on account of the big sewer 
the home’s equity in the farm is 
somewhat less than formerly. 
Under present expansion plans 
the home takes on greater import­ 
ance. With added space and mod­ 
ern construction it is proposed to 
open it to transient Lutherans who 
can use the place as a rest home 
for short periods. 
The new building will have facil­ 
ities for hospital care, a full medi­ 
cal and recreation program, provid­ 
ing the extras that make living a 
pleasant one the latter years of 
a person’s life. 
Advocates for removal of the 
home to Addison urge the combin­ 
ing of the old folks home with the 
children’s home now there, that is 
operated by the Lutheran Chil­ 
dren’s Wm^are association. 
Mayor Goedke at the meeting of 
the village board Monday evening 
urged that local civic bodies pass 
resolutions and take whatever oth­ 
er means that may be advisable to 
convince the association that Ar­ 
lington Heights wants the home to 
remain here.

Barrington Hears 
Public Lecture on 
Christian Science 


Richard J. Davis, C. S. B„ of

Many, no doubt, have come to 
this lecture with something in the 
nature of a problem. Possibly it is 
rack or poverty. Possibly it is sick­ 
ness or sin, and the struggle to be 
free. If such be the case, what, my 
friends, do you think is the source 
of much of your trouble? In the 
light of Christian Science, we see 
th a t it is the belief th at maiV is 
separated from God. No m atter 
w hat condition or situation any one 
of you may be facing, the belief 
th at you are separated from God 
is the root of the difficulty. Unwit­ 
tingly, perhaps, we hold to the tra ­ 
ditional concepts of Deity, and cdY- 
tainly if God is regarded as a per­ 
sonal, remote entity, we have no 
definite assurance of present pro­ 
tection or safety. 
Christian Sci­ 
ence declares that God is Mind, 
but that does not mean a distant 
Mind. It does not mean that the 
ideas or thoughts of the one in­ 
finite Mind come to man from 
some remote or faraw ay place. 
You and I cannot conceive of infi­ 
nite Mind other than as omnipres­ 
ence. Omnipresent Mind necessar­ 
ily means all-inclusive conscious­ 
ness. Indeed, the fact that you are 
conscious, that you can think, that 
you express that divine power to 
reason and know, is the evidence 
th at Mind is ever present. We even 
hear it expressed in the phrase, 
“He had presence of mind.” 
We see, then, that in Christian 
Science the infinity and omnipres­ 
ence of God or Mind is not accepted 
as a theory, but absolute fact, a 
fact that may be intelligently and 
practically applied in meeting the 
difficulties and problems of human 
life. 
We apply the absolute fact 
of God’s omnipresence to the rela 
live or mistaken belief whioh says 
th at He is absent or far away. 
Then it may be asked: Where is 
the practical connection between 
divine Mind and man? Christian 
Science declares that, since divine 
Mind is the one intelligent cause, 
all true thought necessarily finds 
its origin there and only there— 
th at all is infinite Mind and its in­ 
finite ideas or manifestations, and 
th at man, declared in the first chap­ 
te r of Genesis to be the image and 
likeness of God, must be the mental 
image or embodiment of Mind. In­ 
deed, the Icelandic translation of 
Genesis puts it in just that way. 
“And God said, Let us make man 
after our mind and our likeness; 
and God shaped man 
after His 
mind; after God’s mind shaped 
He him.” 
W hat enables you or me to say, 
I am, I exist? W hat enables us to 
know 
that 
fact? 
Mind. 
When 
thinking ceases, does not conscious­ 
ness also cease ? W hat is man with­ 
out Mind or ideas? A nonentity or 
non-existence. As a man “think- 
eth . . . so is he,” and Mrs. Eddy 
says on page 42 of Science andj 
Health, “The belief that man has 
existence or mind separate from 
God is a dying error.” Divine1 
ideas do not leave Mind; that is,! 
they are not separate or separated 
from the Mind in which they exist. 
They are forever one with Mind 
and partake of the character and 
substance of Mind. So we under­ 
stand in Christian 
Science 
that 
man, being the compound idea or 
full representation of Mind, is for­ 
ever one with Mind. 
It was his understanding of God 
*s the only Mind 'that 
enabled 
Christ Jesus to prove his sonship 
with God. He perceived that unde­ 
niable, absolute fact, the insepar­ 
ability of God and man. Never at 
any time did he disassociate him­ 
self from his divine source. 
He 
constantly declared his unity with 
God, his unity with Life and Love. 
He said, “ I and my 
Father are 
one.” To him oneness with divine 
Being was not a theory. It was 
a fact to be lived and demonstrated. 
He recognized quite naturally that 
God was actually his Mind, and he 
acted on bhat spiritual fact. 
Re­ 
ferring to this, Mrs. Eddy says in 
Science and Health (p. 136), Jesus

N aturally, if we live, move, and 
have our very being in God, as 
Paul declared, the oneness and 
eternal unity of God and man is es­ 
tablished forever. This being the 
case, let us see how* this divine 
oneness operates in human experi­ 
ence. Suppose, for instance, that 
the so-called law of heredity has 
put upon an individual the cruel be­ 
lief 
that 
he 
is 
constitutionally 
weak, lacking in strength, vigor, 
and vitality; th at he has no force 
or energy and is easily fatigued. 
W hat are strength, vigor, vitality, 
and power? 
Are they m aterial? 
Did anyone ever see them ? No; 
they are wholly qualities of di­ 
vine 
Mind. 
And 
how much 
of 
strength and power is there? Is it 
not 
infinite 
and 
immeasurable? 
And where is all this power and 
strength? Does it reside in some 
place, and does man have to go 
somewhere to get it? Not at all! 
Man, God’s image and likeness, is 
not separated from strength, en­ 
ergy* and power. They are inher­ 
ent in his very being.* He is him­ 
self the very manifestation and 
expression 
of 
infinite 
strength 
and power. Man is the very mani­ 
festation of God. 
Man is God’s 
witness, the proof and evidence 
that God is. 


Sometimes people seem to be 
afraid to declare their sonship with 
God. Are you afraid to claim your 
inseparability from your Father- 
Mother God? W hat did Paul mean 
when he said, “Let this mind be in 
you, which was also in Christ 
Jesus” ? lf infinite Mind is not 
your Mind, upon what are you re­ 
lying for your intelligence and 
thinking capacity? Right now it 
is our privilege to become spirit­ 
ual thinkers. The study of Christ­ 
ian Science shows us th at since 
Mind is infinite and man is the 
embodiment or expression of that 
Mind, there is no limit to our abil­ 
ity to think and know spiritually 
that we can now claim as ours infi­ 
nite intelligence, infinite wisdom, 
infinite understanding. Is it pre­ 
sumptuous to claim that you and I 
reflect infinite intelligence? 
You 
may claim all there is and yet there 
will still be enough for the rest 
of us—all this, because Mind is 
one and infinite. 


W hat is a birthright or a herit­ 
age? The dictionary defines it as 
the right, privilege, or possession 
that belongs to an heir. Suppose 
that someone were to tell you that 
by inheritance a fortune was aw ait­ 
ing you, and that all you needed to 
do was to claim it. Wouldn’t you 
do so? 
Or would you sell your 
birthright, as did Esau, for a mess 
of pottage? Paul tells us, “The 
Spirit itself beareth witness with 
our spirit, that we are the children 
of God: and if children, then heirs; 
heirs of God, and joint-heirs with 
C hrist;” 
and 
Christian 
Science 
awakens us to a realization of our 
true birthright. It reveals our im­ 
measurable legacy. 
If we may 
compare God’s supply of spiritual 
ideas to a bank, we see that we 
may every day, yes, every hour, 
make our rightful demand on in­ 
finite Love or Mind for the intelli­ 
gence to carry on our business, 
for the capacity and capability to 
fill our positions in a better way, 
and 
to 
dem onstrate 
progress. 
There is never a time when the 
bank of infinite Love will refuse 
payment. 
You can write out a 
check on that bank at any time, 
and it will 
never 
be protested. 
Moreover, the bank of infinite Love 
never closes its doors; it is open 
for the Father’s business at all 
hours. Your check will never come 
back marked “not sufficient funds.” 
There is always enough, for the re­ 
sources of the bank of infinite Mind 
or Love are infinite, its capital and 
funds immeasurable.

Coach Kirby has 
DI ought t he game a long way at Bensenville but he has not 
convinced other coaches of this area that six man is the 
game to play. Most of the coaches feel that in schools over 
-MX) enrollment the limiting of the game to a six man com­ 
bination is depriving too many boys of a chance to participate, 
schools that cannot have squads of over 20 however find 
his game offers their only chance to have football. Many 
coaches argue that the six man game offers no chance for 
tne heavy boy to compete since a premium is placed on 
speed and ball handling. 
This is no doubt true as the ll 
man game demands a greater variety of skill. 
Barrington at Disadvantage 


Personally we believe that Clark’s Barrington team which 
nail been coached in the l l 
disadvantage playing- Bensenville^ 
than will be the case 
with Kirby s Bisons when they 
play at Barrington in a ll mail 
game on October IO. We have an 
idea that the hardest skills to 
teach to a ll man team are the 
ones used most in six man ball. We 
have heard many coaches say that 
it is hard to get linen en to do open 
held blocking. Open field tackling 
sand ball handling are also hard to 
teach.

senville (325) playing the game on 
an inter school basis. 
Rules Differences in Six Man 
In the six man game there are 
only a few differences in the rules 
as compared with ll man football. 
The field is 2() yards shorter and 
30 yards narrower. The goal posts 
are wider to encourage goal kick­ 
ing and conversions after touch­ 
downs by kicking count two points 
instead of the usual one. There are 
three men in the line and three in 
the backfield and all are 
eligible 
forward pass receivers. The play­ 
er who gets a direct pass from 
center may pass or kick but not 
run with the ball. The quarterback 
must thus handle the ball and lat­ 
eral to other players who do the 
running. 
This makes for lots of 
ball handling in the backfield. In­ 
stead of IO yards required in four 
attem pts for a first down the six 
man style requires lo yards.

Paddock Publications are in re­ 
ceipt of this letter written the lat­ 
ter part of August by Wallace Pap- 
ajeski, a Palatine draftee of six 
months ago, now' stationed in Se­ 
ward, Alaska. It was addressed to 
Gene Wagner of Palatine. 
Seward, Alaska 
August 20, 1941 
Well, Pal, I will continue nowr to 
tell you of some of my adventures 
and what I think of the Army. To 
begin with I have been in the Army 
just six months and four days, dur­ 
ing which time I have been in five 
different Army camps 
with 
the 
sixth coming up. 
I have met boys from all races 
and nationality. They come from 
all of the United States 
and its 
possessions. Some boys were the 
kind you couldn’t get 
along with 
everywhere and anywhere. 
Some 
are the smoothest gamblers that 
ever walked or took a breath of air. 
Some 
are 
nothing 
more 
than 
tramps and chose the Army as a 
home. Some are the best looking 
boys you ever laid eyes on. Last, 
but not least, some you w'ouldn’t 
care to meet under a street light 
much less in the day time. 
About 95 of our bunch moved to 
Anchorage to be M. P.s., the rest 
of us leaving for Dutch Harbor, 
Alaska, the first of September. We 
will join the 37th Infantry there. 
It is about 80 miles by boat and is 
p. large island. It already has a 
large U. S. naval base for planes 
and submarines and includes coast 
artillery station. The island has a 
population of 29 without sailors 
and soldiers. 
The island is rugged and is in 
constant fog because of two differ 
ent currents, one a warm Japanese 
current and the other a cold Herr­ 
ing sea current. It rains most of 
the time along with the fog. The 
wind is terrific. The barracks are 
cabled down so they won’t blow 
away. The infantry blazes trails 
and builds roads and 
in general 
does all the hard work, just like 
pioneers. 
The Army is going to build an­ 
other railroad tunnel, a branch to 
the railroad already here. This tun­ 
nel will take about 2 to 3 years to 
build and that will start a new' 
boom town as in the old gold rush 
days. In many cases they have to 
take 40 or 50 army men to help 
out so the w?ork will get done on 
time. During next 5 to 8 years, the 
w'ork will be darn good and I'm not 
kidding. I just wish I was on the 
outside now in order to earn some 
of this easy money. Pay is $1.50 
per hour and up. 
We have had at 
present four 
small earthquakes, none very seri­ 
ous, just shaking things up a bit 
with no damage. But it sure is a 
funny feeling to have the earth 
wiggle around under you. It wig­ 
gles just like a bowl full of jello. 
Gene, in all the Army camps I 
have been in the best bv far has 
been up here. It is true we are far 
from home and things up here are 
really rough and rugged, but it is 
a lot of fun. The meals we have 
here are swell. 
You couldn’t do 
better in society. We have all the 
clothes we need for all kinds of 
weather. 
The people here 
give 
us all 
kinds of entertainment, treating us 
like kings. Some of us boys get in­ 
vitations to Sunday dinners. They 
take us fishing and for rides all 
over the country to show us points 
of interest. At present I am a boat 
guard. I am on duty 24 hours anc 
off 24 hours. 
Actually while on 
duty I am on 2 hours and off four 
hours through the 24 hours, which 
makes a total of 8 hours 
actua 
wTork on duty. 
The 24 hours off 
duty I can do what I want. We 
guard all boats docking here, but 
the main ones are the Army trans­ 
ports. Honestly I have only had 
eight weeks actual training and the 
rest was guard duty 
or 
fatigue 
work. 
The Army isn’t the w’orst place 
one could be. In fact, Gene, if most 
of us weren’t 
in the army 
w^e 
wouldn’t get to see what wre are 
seeing now\ I am about 5,000 miles 
from home at present and I think 
that is plenty far. Been having a 
good time, too. I just got wrord to­ 
day that we will not 
move till 
Sept. 20. Then if no one claims 
us we may come back to the states. 
The weather in Sew'ard has been 
just fine i nthe last few weeks. It 
hasn’t rained and the sun is out 
all the time, the temperature being 
about 70 to 75 degrees. Our nights 
are getting dark now, and it sure 
seems funny to see darkness after 
seeing daylight for so long. From 
now on It W’ili continue to get dark­ 
er earlier till finally it will be 
night by 2:30 in the 
afternoon 
which wall give 6 hours of daylight. 
In general we are 
just 
like] 


pioneers only a little more modern. 
This town reminds you of some 
western town way back in 1800. 
They have a fire truck here which 
looked something like the old Re­ 
public Palatine had. Then in dif­ 
ferent places of this 
town they 
hfeve little sheds built and they keep 
fire hose carts in them. 
When 
there is a fire, men run for the 
nearest hose sheds and some for 
the truck and the race is on, the 
men with these carts going one 
way and the truck rambling up be- j 
hind. People here don’t interfere 
with the firemen at all. They just 
stay out of the w-ay and let the men 
do the work. I think we should be 
thankful for the fire fighting equip­ 
ment we have in Palatine. 


Here is some thing that is go­ 
ing to be hard to believe but true. 
I saw a volcanoe a short time ago 
that, strange as it may seem, w’as 
packed in ice. 
Looking 
in the 
mouth of this volcanoe and at the 
bottom of it, is a lake and in the 
center of the lake is an island with 
a small volcanoe. In the lake are 
a lot of dog salmon, but how' they 
get in or out is a mystery. There 
is also a desert near hear which 
has 20,000 volcanoes. 
Just break 
the crust on the sand and they puff 
right up. There is also another 
volcanoe which has a temperature 
of 33,000 degrees F. Put an iron 
bar over the month of it and it will I 
bend it over just as you would a 
tooth pick. 


Well, pal, that’s about all I know 
for now', but may be by next time 
I can have more for you.

m atter of Social Security tax'ation 
or state or municipal regulations. 


The 
bulletin 
emphasizes 
that 


exemptions from the 40 hour week 
as processors of agricultural pro­ 
ducts or industries of a “seasonal” 
nature. 
Packing and canning es­ 
tablishments claiming the two 14- 
weeks exemptions from the 40 hour 
week available to them must post 
a notice at the end 
of each pay 
period showing which type of ex‘- 
emption they wrere operating under 
for the period. Reason for this is 
that while one type of exemption is 
an unlimited release from the 40 
hour week, the other calls for pay­ 
ment of time arid a half after i2 
hours a day and 56 hours a wreek. 
I’ urther, workers employed w hen 
neither of the exemptions are in ef­ 
fect are entitled to time and a half 
after 40 hours. Such a notice also 
must be posted to show7 certain in­ 
terested employees when an exemp­ 
tion from the

The high yield record of Kiiwvale 
wheat may tempt 
growers

choose it as a good variety to plant 
tins -all. However, before select­ 
ing Kawvale or any other variety,

Uian their ability to yield believes 
H. Dungan, professor of crop 
production, University of Illinois 
has a P°or reputation 
with southern Illinois millers. 
It 
not only makes poor pastry flour, 
nut spoils the flour from the good 
quality wheat with which it is 
mixed. F rom its external appear­ 
ance, the grain of Kawvale looks 
like a soft wheat, like that of Ful- 
caster, but it has the inward char­ 
acteristics and milling and baking 
qualities of a hard wheat. There­ 
fore, w hen a load of Kawvale wheat 
comes to m arket, it is classed as 
a soft wheat and is dumped into a 
bin with other soft wheats, and 
the entire lot is ruined for the pro­ 
duction of high 
quality pastry 
flour. 
Mills in southern Illinois are go­ 
ing to pay less for Kawvale wheat 
than for good quality soft red win­ 
ter wheats. 
This price * reduction 
will offset the advantage 
which 
Kawvale has in yield. The yield of 
this variety, however, is not excep­ 
tional in southern Illinois, its good 
yields being produced in central 
and northern Illinois. At Alham­ 
bra, in southwestern Illinois, Kaw­ 
vale ranks eighth in yield, being 
exceeded by Fulcaster, Purdue I, 
Thorne, 
Brill 
(a 
hard 
w heat), 
Clarkan, Nabob, and Wabash. At 
Urbana, in central Illinois, and at 
Mt. Morris and DeKalb, in north­ 
ern Illinois, Kawvale ranks first in 
average yield. 
In addition to being of unsuit­ 
able quality, Kawvale is suscept­ 
ible to mosaic disease. It shatters 
badly, too, while waiting for the 
combine. 
Clarkan is another wheat which 
is not liked by southern Illinois mil­ 
lers. It is classed as a soft wheat, 
but its grain makes poor pastry 
flour. Clarkan is fairly high yield­ 
ing, but it is extremely suscept­ 
ible to mosaic disease 
and loose 
smut. 
Good wheat varieties for south­ 
ern Ililnois are Gulcaster, Thorne, 
Nabob, Wabash and Fulhio. These 
varieties possess good grain qual­ 
ity and are resistant to mosaic. 
For 
northern 
Illinois, 
Ioturk, 
Minturki, 
Wisconsin 2, Tenmarq. 
Brill, Turkey and Tired are good 
varieties. 
For mosaic-infected land in cen­ 
tral Illinois, good choices are Brill 
(only moderately resistant), W a­ 
bash, Ilred and Nabob. On mosaic- 
free soil, Tenmarq. Brill, Cheyenne, 
W abash, WT isconsin 2 and Ilred are 
good choices.

boys receiving 
questionaires 


Farm Bureau and 
Truck Growers 
Assn. to advise 


After some experience and as­ 
sisting with reports for farm boys 
who have been making out ques­ 
tionnaires for the Selective Service 
D raft a committee set up by the 
Cook County Truck Gardeners’ and 
Farm ers’ Association, the Illinois 
State Vegetable Growers’ Associa­ 
tion and the Gook County Farm Bu­ 
reau wishes to make these sugges­ 
tions to boys who still have ques­ 
tionnaires to fill out. 
State case clearly. In the sec­ 
tion of the questionnaire that deals 
with the farm, it is the duty of the 
Selectee to make a clear state­ 
ment of his case, and 
essential 
reasons for asking for a particu­ 
lar classification. We w’ouid sug­ 
gest that these are frequently sit­ 
uation that are run into; there may 
be no other hoys or steady hands 
on the farm that con do the work 
that the Selectee, who may be a 
hired man or a son on the farm, 
can do. 
Many of these essential 
operations are operating machin­ 
ery — and especially a tractor. The 
care and attention of livestock is 
an essential operation 
that fro 
quently cannot be attended to by 
other than some particular per­ 
son. If the Selectee acts as fore­ 
man on the farm where gangs of 
labor are employed, or if he is the 
one who must do the m arketing 
and no one else is available to do 
those jobs, these are things that it 
is very difficult to find someone else 
who can perform them satisfactor­ 
ily Also the reliability of a steady 
hand or a farm boy must not be 
overlooked because transient labor 
comes and goes — especially when 
help is hard to get. 
Frequently the cost of essential 
labor is so high that the farm er 
cannot afford to replace a hand of, 
long standing or a son without se­ 
vere loss to himself. Sometimes it 
may happen that there are older 
men on the farm physically incap­ 
able to perform duties that the Se­ 
lectee is in the habit of perform ­ 
ing. In such case it is our opinion 
that the questionnaire should be 
accompanied by a physician’s cer­ 
tificate to state further such dis­ 
ability. 
Who must ask for deferm ent? 
No one other than the one who re­ 
ceives the questionnaire can ask 
for deferment. If he does not ask 
for deferment, no one else can do 
that fo r him. lf he does make a re­ 
quest then it is possible for his par­ 
ents or employer to make such a 
request on Form 42. It may be that 
there is a feeling on the part of 
some that they are shirking, or it 
is unpatriotic to request a defer­ 
ment. We wish to point out that in 
such times as these everyone has 
some duty that they can fill bet­ 
ter than anyone else and if that 
happens to be staying at home and 
working on the farm , this is just 
as American as being inducted into 
Service. 
If on the questionnaire sufficient 
space canont be found to answer 
these questions, it is all right to 
set them dowm on another sheet of 
paper clearly and to the point and 
attach it to the questionnaire. 
Many may w’ish 
assistance in 
filling these questionnaires out. 
Both the Farm Bureau and the 
Truck Gardeners Association are 
willing, so far as their facilities 
will permit, to assist in form ulat­ 
ing answers to questions on agri­ 
cultural employment, and such boys 
may feel free to ask for any help 
that they may desire.

Illinois Statutes on Farm Ten­ 
ancy — The Illinois legislature has 
at various times 
provided laws 
for the protection of landlords and 
tenants. 
Many of the early en­ 
actments were revised in 1873, and 
portions 
of that revision 
have 
since been amended or changed and 
new’ laws added. Most of these en­ 
actments do not specifically cover 
farm tenancy but apply to ten­ 
ancy of all types of property. Ex­ 
isting laws applicable to’ farm ten­ 
ants and landlords may be conven­ 
iently classified into three groups: 
1. Those providing remedies for 
the collection of rent. 
2. Those relative to the creation 
and term ination of the tenancy. 
S. Miscellaneous statutes bearing 
a farm tenancy. 
Amo’ng the remedies which a land 
lord may use in an action for rent 
are 
assumpsit, replevin, 
attach­ 
ment, garnishment, 
the distress 
proceeding, or an action of debt. 
All these actions have only a gen­ 
eral application and none are mod­ 
eled specifically for the farm -ten- 
ancy contract. 
The Illinois Civil 
Practice Act, passed in 1933, sim ­ 
plifies the procedures of debt anc. 
assumpsit, but does not, according 
to the wording of the act, apply to 
the other actions. Of these laws, 
the one in distress for rent is most 
applicable. It provides that a ten­ 
an t’s personal 
property 
mav be 
seized for rent: 
“In all cases of distress for rent J 
the landlord, by .himself, his agent 
or atto’rney, may seize for rent any 
personal property of 
his tenant 
that may be found in the county 
where such tenant shall reside; anil 
in no case shall the property of 
any other person, 
although' the 
same may be found on the prem ­ 
ises, be liable to seizure for rent 
due from such tenant.” 
However, 
a tenant is allowed the usual ex­ 
emptions provided by law. 
There are five other laws of im­ 
portance to farm landlords and ten­ 
ants: 
1. A law' on abandonment by the 
tenant, 
giving the 
landlord the 
right to complete the crop .and 
take out this rent and expenses. 
2. The landlords’ lien law'. 
3. A law specifying the notice 
period for tenancies from year to 
year. 
Accordin to this law’ notice 
to wove must be given at least 
30 days but not more than four 
months prior to GO days before 
the termination of the tenancy. 
4. A law allowing the tenant to 
remove improvements made by him 
under certain conditions. 
5. Actions for eviction of ten­ 
ants (forcible entry and detainer 
and ejectment). 


Other laws having an indirect 
bearing on the landlord-tenant re­ 
lationship are those concerning: 


Limitations 
oh 
the 
landlord’s 
ownership. 
(Alien landlords .and 
insurance companies). 
Rural zoning. 
In 
Illinois rural 
zoning has not proceeded to the 
point where it has any appreciable 
effect upon farm tenancy. 
An act 
relating to county zoning has some 
provisions w’ith relation to hous­ 
ing, but the act specifically states 
that the regulations are not to be 
imposed upon land used for agri­ 
cultural purposes. 


Game and fish privileges. 
Ten­ 
ants are given certain privileges 
on the farm with respect to game 
and fish. 
They have a right to 
destroy any wild bird or wild an­ 
imal, other than game birds or mi­ 
gratory w ater 
fowls, damaging 
their property, and they and their 
children actually residing on the 
and may hunt, trap and fish on 
their own land without procuring a 
license, so long as they abide by 
the laws relative to game, fur- 
bearing animals and fish. 
These laws are all contained in 
the Illinois Revised Statutes 


Additional 
cover crops 
to be planted 


With the elimination 
of total 
soil-depleting allotments in south­ 
ern Illinois, farm ers in the area 
are considering the possibility of 
seeding winter barley, rye or win­ 
ter oats as w inter cover crops or 
as nurse crops. 
Many southern Illinois farm ers 
have had excellent success in seed­ 
ing winter oats in the fall as a 
cover crop, according 
to 
J. C. 
Hackleman, crops extension spec­ 
ialist of the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture. The only 
trouble with using winter oats in 
the fall, he said, is that the crop 
is more apt to u’inter-kill than bar­ 
ley or rye. 
Oats also 
does not 
make as good a nurse crop as the 
other two crops because it makes a 
more leafy and dense growth and 
consequently shades 
the legumes 
more and probablyy consumes more 
moisture 
and 
plant 
food 
than 
would be used by a rye or barley 
crop. 
W inter oats are being grown as 
far as Edwards and Wabash coun­ 
ties. Four-year trials with winter 
oats at the West Salem, Edwards­ 
ville, Sparta and Elizabethtown ex­ 
periment stations show average 
yields of about 50 bushels an acre. 
W inter oats averaged more than 
60 bushels an acre at the Enfield 
station over the four-year period. 
One variety at the Enfield station 
in 1941 yielded 112 bushels an acre, 
the highest oat yield ever recorded 
on these experiment fields. 
When used as a winter 
cover 
crop, winter oats, barley or rye, 
should be seeded a week or IO days 
before the average date for seed­ 
ing wheat, Hackleman said. 
Although more apt to encourage 
chinch bug increases the following 
glowing season, barley makes the 
best pasture of the three crops. If 
nurse crops of oats, i ve or barley, 
instead of being harvested as grain, 
are pastured next spring, the land 
can be classified as soil-conserving 
under the AAA farm program. 
Home hand craft 
is economical way 
to beautify room

tractiveness of their homes, pre­ 
dicts Miss Dorothy I wig, exten­ 
sion home furnishings 
specialist, 
University of Illinois College of

This promises to be a make-the- 
most-of-what-you-have

and 
for that reason the return to the 
good old arts of rug making, quilt­ 
ing, and knitting are certain to be 
popular. 
Prior to starting work on any 
article which reqiures considerable 
time and attention ,a homemaker 
should ask herself if that m ater­ 
ial is durable enough to w arrant 
all the time spent and if she i« 
going to produce an article w’hich 
will be beautiful and decorative in 
itself. 
The only justification for handi­ 
craft is that it becomes useful and 
beautiful and as such satisfies the 
aesthetic desires and needs of the 
family. 
Many women who 
have been 
known for their ability to do ex­ 
cellent quilting will soon start to 
make quilts. 
Fine quilting is to 
be commended, the specialist said, 
but unless a quilt has a beautiful 
design and 
a harmonious 
color 
scheme as its reason for being, the 
quilting is to no purpose.

Voting is expected 
to take place in the evening or 
the afternoon. 
Farm ers will be asked to choose 
three community AAA committee­ 
man and tw'o alternate community 
committeemen on Monday, Septem­ 
ber 22. They will also elect a dele­ 
gate and one alternate delegate to 
the county AAA 
convention 
at 
w’hich the county committee and 
two alternate county 
committee­ 
men are elected. This county con­ 
vention w ill take place on Tuesday 
morning, September 23. 
Any farm er w’ho has participated 
in the AAA farm 
program this 
year or intends to cooperate in 
1942 is eligible to vote in the 
elections.

Bormet. 
present 
county 
chairman, urged farm ers to turn 
out for the elections. He said that 
attendance in many election meet­ 
ings in the past has been small, 
which means less democratic choice 
of committeemen. 
Farm ers can

“When Should Grain Be M ark­ 
eted?” a new' 
circular 
recently 
published by the University of Il­ 
linois College of Agriculture, gives 
facts from which any farm er can 
work out his own m arketing policy 
with reasonable confidence. 
L. J. Norton, chief in agricultur­ 
al m arketing for the college, au­ 
thor of the circular, supplies such 
information for Illinois’ principal 
grain crops — corn, wheat, oats 
and soybeans. 
He also gives an 
analysis of the costs involved in 
holding the different crops and 
shows how these costs 
must be 
weighed against any 
anticipated 
advantages. 
It is believed that

study of the material presented in

Improvement of rural 
schools Is studied 


“The little red schoolhouse” now 
has an opportunity for self-analy­ 
sis and self-improvement. 
County school 
survey 
commit­ 
tees, provided for in an act passed 
by the Illinois Legislature, may be 
set up in many areas to study the 
present rural school situation and 
recommend reorganization and im­ 
provement of many of the districts 
for more efficiency in education and 
economy of operation. 
The committee will be represent­ 
ative of both rural and urban areas, 
according to D. E. Lindstrom, ex­ 
tension rural sociologist 
of the 
University of Illinois, w’ho is chair­ 
man of the Illinois rural education 
committee. Three 
members 
will 
be from rural areas and two from 
cities and villages. 
Setting up of the survey com­ 
mittee will be up to the school d i-, 
rectors and board members in each I 
county, w’hich are to be called to -1 
gether by county superintendents 
of schools not later than October I, 
to consider the proposition locally. 
The act provides that a prelim- j 
in ary report is to be submitted bys 
the survey committees by Decern-1 
ber I. 1942, and a final report b e-j 
fore March 31, 1943. The recom -1 
mendations for any reorganization 
of the districts can be put into ef­ 
fect only by the vote of the people 
in the particular areas. 


Illinois farm ers will be asked to 
devote 20 per cent of their crop­ 
land to conserving crops under the 
1942 AAA farm program, it has 
been announced by Lee M. Gentry, 
chairman of the Illinois A gricultur­ 
al Conservation Committee. 


This 
notice, 
received 
by 
the 
Cook County Agricultural Conser­ 
vation 
committee, 
means 
that 
farm ers will be called upon to ad­ 
just their farm ing to national de­ 
fense needs. By asking fof a min­ 
imum acreage of land in conserv- * 
ing crops, the 1942 AAA also en­ 
courages greater soil conservation. 


The decision on the 1942 program 
was made at a meeting of State 
AAA committeemen from the ten 
states in the North Central region 
meeting in Chicago a few' days ago. 
Special allotments are retained 
under the 1942 program for such 
surplus crops as corn and w’heat. 
There will be no total soil depleting 
allotments, how’ever, which means 
that farm ers can put up to 80 per 
cent of their cropland in their spec­ 
ial crops, soybeans, oats, or other 
feed grains. 


For example, if a farm er has IOO 
acres of cropland, he is required 
to devote 20 acres to conserving 
crops. It he has a 30 acre corn al­ 
lotment, and a IO acre wheat allot­ 
ment, he can put the remaining 40 
acres in any other grain crop he 
wishes. 


The soil building allowance will 
be computed on the basis of the 
difference between the acres of 
crops under special allotments and 
the total cropland. This difference 
is multiplied by 70 cents to de­ 
termine the amount which can be 
earned by soil building practices. 


Some of the crops classified as 
conserving under the program are 
perennial grasses or legumes, bi­ 
ennial legumes, lespedeza; or an- „ 
nual sw’eet clover, cover crops, for­ 
est trees, sudan, millet, annual rye­ 
grass 
summer fallow’, 
and 
idle 
land on which terraces are con­ 
structed. 
Under the new' plan, payments „ 
will be subject to a deduction of 5 
per cent for each I per cent of the 
cropland not devoted 
to the re­ 
quired conserving crops.
